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PUSHING PLANS FOR 
A SUPER-HIGHWAY; 
BOSTON TO CAPITAL 


Conference of Those Inter­ 
ested Held in New York 
On I hursday 


RUCKS CO. IS INCLUDED 


Short Stretch Already Being 
Completed Near Janney 
Station 


P lan s a r e being pushed for a super­ 
highw ay from Boston to Washington, 
an d including that portion of a s u p e r ­ 
highw ay already const ru cte d in Bucks 
county. 
A conference of those interested was 
held in New York on T h u rsd a y and 
Pen nsy lvan ia's representa tiv es agreed 
that a bridge ut Yardley would he the 
most desirable point of contact be­ 
tween the States of New Je rsey and 
Pen nsylvania. 
T h e joint New J e r s e y - I ’ennsylvania 
Tool Bridge Commission several years 
ago purl bused the bridge ut Yardley, 
a light steel stru c tu r e not suited for 
heavy traffic. Tile two st ates have for 
sonic time considered the construction 
of a 
bridge there. 
Meanwhile both 
hav e been building su per-hig hw ays to ­ 
ward the Delaware River. 
New J e r s e y ’s road is several miles 
east of T rento n and Pennsylvania is 
finishing the const ruction of 2.66 miles 
of four-lane-type concrete road from 
the Roosevelt Boulevard at City Line 
an d Bucks County to Ja n n e y Station, 
w here it intersec ts the pre sent Lincoln 
Highway. Bridges in this stretch also 
have been completed. 
A 
four-lane, 
high-speed 
highway 
from Boston to Washington, serving 
b u t n o t ente rin g big cities, began to 
ta ke definite form yesterday when a 
co m m it te e 
of 
highway 
officials 
in ­ 
s p e c t s ! th a t part of the route lying 
between New York and Trenton. 
T h e highway, which will connect 
with others, will eventually provide 
th e military road of the future from 
Flo rid a to Maine. It will be built for 
forty -m il e-an-hour traffic. 
T h e plan is being pushed as an NKA 
project. T he total cost will be $500,- 
000.000, p a r t to be borne by the N a ­ 
tional G overn ment and part by the 
States. The money will not, however, 
come out of the $400,000,000 road fund 
of the National Government, but will 
re q u ire the setting up of a new fund. 
According to all reports, the NRA a d ­ 
m in istra tors a ppe a r enthus iast ic and 
while Hie plans are still in the fo r m a ­ 
tive stage, the success of the project 
seems assured. 
Roughly, it would follow Route No. 
1, which would have to be improved. 
By-passes around large cities, elimi­ 
n a tio n 
of existing 
bottle-necks and 
narr ow bridges and abolition of grade 
c r o s s i n g s a r e called for in the plans.
